6 EXPLANATION

7 This bill relates to the control of beverage containers.

8 The bill increases the types of containers which require a
9 refund value to include beverage containers such as bottled
10 water and juice drinks.

11 The bill also increases the reimbursement amount, commonly
12 referred to as the handling fee, paid by distributors to

13 dealers from 1 cent per beverage container to 2 cents per

14 beverage container.
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
